Proctor asserts the brewery in ter­ 
ests are playin g a two-faced game 
an d that he will n ot be a party to it 
n or suffer his measure to be a play­ 
thin g in their han ds. 
He asserts the 
amen dmen ts written in to his bill by 
the house committee were written by 
the brewery in terests. 
The house committee is equally pos­ 
itive that Proctor is laborin g un der J 
great men tal ex citemen t. 
It says thè 
house is an x ious to pass some kin d 
of a regulatory measure, but n ot on e 
as severe as Proctor's, an d in order to 
get an y bill passed there had to he 
some "taperin g off" of the Proctor bill.

The limitation of saloon s had been 
chan ged to on e for 500 population in ­ 
stead of on e to 1.000.

sion written in the bill is that the li­ 
cen se fees must go in to the coun ty 
school fun ds. 
That the fight in the house over this 
bill will he even more severe than It 
was in the' sen ate there is not the 
least doubt, an d there is doubt of its 
ever gettin g through the house in an y 
satisfactory form. 
Neither party is a 
un it on the bill. 
The Democrats re­ 
fused to make it a caucus measure be­ 
cause of the split in their ran ks. Upon 
both sides there are all shades of opin ­ 
ions, from the severest restriction s in 
regard to limitation an d high^llcen se 
fee, to n o hill at all. 
In order to satisfy some deman ds 
there will be an 
amen dmen t in tro­ 
duced from the floor makin g a special 
licen se of $100 for a saloon that han­ 
dles n othin g but beer.
